HOOVER DRIVES 
ONPROPAGANDA 


Calls For Free 
Speech 
In Address At Colby 
College 


( By A aao clatad P raa a )

Terming free speech, free press and 
free debate the "v ery life stream 
of adv ancing 
liberalism,” 
Herbert 
Hoov er today warned the nation to 
guard against the "poison” of prop­ 
aganda. 
At the same 
time the 
former 
president asserted that in the last 
15 years "ev ery dictator who has 
ascended to power has climbed on 
the ladder of free speech and free 
press" and then "supre.ssed all free 
speech except his own " 
Hits "Half Truth" 
To 
counteract 
propaganda 
he 
prescribed "more free speech," add­ 
ing "we must Incessantly expose in ­ 
tellectual dishonesty and the pur­ 
pose that lies behind it. . . . Half 
truth can 
be defeated 
with 
the 
whole truth." 
Hoov er spoke at Colby college on 
the 100th anniv ersary of the death 
of FHijah Parish Lov ejoy, a gradu­ 
ate of the college and an editor at 
Alton, 111., who perished defending 
his right to print what he wished 
against slav ery. 
A free press, Hoov er said. "Is far 
more than a publishers’ priv ilege 
It Is a right of the people. But the 
publishers are its first lines of de­ 
fense. 
They deserv e the gratitude 
of the country for the zeal with 
which they hav e driv en back ev ery 
attempt at legal restrictions.” 
Describing propaganda as a "sln-j 
lster word meaning half-truth or 
any 
other 
distortion 
of 
truth," 
Hoov er said it "mov es by tainting 
of news, by making synthetic news 
and opinions and canards 
It pro- j 
motes the emotions of hate, fear 
and dissension. . , .

applied to politics. The great quality 
of this Improv ed poison seems to be 
that it must be artistically d o n e ....
